CHURCH  HISTORY  IN  SA 

The  continuing  story  of  the   life  of  William  Holmes  Walker  as  a  missionary  in  South  Africa. 

(The  following  letter  to  Br.  Richards  describes  conditions  and  labours, 
oppositions  and  successes  on  the  frontier.  Plague  among  the  cattle,  on  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope.) 

Fort  Beaufort,  Sept.  15,  1854. 

Brother  Richards, 
Dear  Sir, 

I  embrace  the  present  opportunity  of  writing  you  a  few  lines,  in  order 
to  inform  you  of  some  things  which  are  transpiring  in  this  part  of  the 
world.  As  it  regards  the  present  prospects  of  the  work  of  God  in  these 
dark  regions  of  the  earth.  I  would  that  I  could  write  more  favourably,  that 
the  people  were  more  willing  to  hearken  to  the  message,  which  God  in 
His  mercy  has  sent  to  them.  And  repent  and  be  baptised,  for  the  remis- 
sion of  sins,  and  embrace  the  fulness  of  the  everlasting  gospel.  Whereas 
but  few  as  yet  have  complied.  Of  these  I  have  ordained  one  elder,  two 
priests  and  one  deacon,  who  are  assisting  all  they  can  in  spreading  the 
gospel,  consequently  the  work  is  rolling  on  gradually,  and  the  clouds  of 
darkness,  as  well  as  priestcraft,  is  giving  way  to  some  extent.  No  doubt 
you  are  aware  of  my  having  been  absent  some  ten  months  from  Elders 
Hafen  and  Smith,  during  which  time  I  have  been  labouring  on  the 
frontiers  of  Africa,  the  borders  of  Kaffir  Land.  I  first  labored  two  months 
in  this  place  and  baptized  nine,  after  which  I  spent  three  or  four  months 
in  Grahamstown.  I  procured  a  house  and  held  meeting  three  months  of 
the  time,  which  were  well  attended  at  first.  But  some  seemed  fully  deter- 
mined to  break  up  the  meetings.  The  excitement  was  so  great  it  caused 
many  to  stay  away.  I  continued  until  none  attended  except  those  who  were 
disposed  to  make  disturbance  and  when  they  ascertained  that  no  one  else 
came,  they  were  satisfied  to  stay  away.  I  received  much  insult  and  abuse; 
not  only  that,  but  two  months  of  that  time  I  had  no  home,  no  place  to 
get  my  regular  meals;  but  I  used  to  sleep  in  the  room  where  I  held 
meeting  and  now  and  then  had  an  invitation  to  dine  or  to  tea. 

Although  quite  a  number  said  that  they  believed  that  it  was  the 
truth,  that  it  was  the  work  of  God,  yet  none  would  repent.  We  read  that 
the  devils  believe  and  tremble.  I  often  think  the  same  is  the  case  with 
many  generations,  especially  when  they  see  the  judgements  of  God  spoken 
of  by  prophets,  which  are  being  poured  out  and  sweeping  over  the  whole 
earth  as  clearly  demonstrated  in  this  part. 

There  is  a  disease  amongst  the  cattle  here,  called  lung  sickness,  which 
has  been  very  destructive,  and  has  caused  much  excitement  among  the 
people,  as  they  can  not  find  out  any  preventative  or  cure.  On  its  first 
appearance  it  was  so  alarming  and  destructive  that  the  governor  issued  a 
proclamation  requiring  all  cattle,  attacked  by  the  disease,  to  be  shot  and 
buried  immediately,  when  it  was  ascertained,  and  authorized  any  and  every 
person  to  shoot  all  such  cattle,  when  or  wherever  found,  and  stating  that 
parties  were  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  pounds,  should  they  suffer  any  such 
cattle  to  run  or  to  remain  unburied.  Consequentlv,  thousands  of  cattle 
were  shot,  or  died  of  disease.  Some  men  shot  as  high  as  fifty  to  a  hundred 
head  and  upward,  but  this  did  not  stop  the  contagion. 

Thus  all  medicines  and  schemes  proved  unavailing.  Finally,  it  was 
thought  that  innoculation  would  be  a  certain  preventative.  Consequently 
hundreds  of  cattle  were  innoculated  all  over  'the  country  and  in  parts 
where  the  disease  was  unknown,  but  instead  of  having  the  desired  effect, 
it  had  been  the  means  of  spreading  the  disease  more  rapidly. 
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Not  only  this  but  the  locusts  have  been  sweeping  over  the  country, 
destroying  the  grain  and  grass,  in  some  parts  leaving  nothing  for  the 
beasts  to  eat.  Horses  have  died  from  eating  the  locusts.  Thus  we  see  the 
word  of  God  being  fulfilled,  spoken  by  modern  as  well  as  ancient  prophets, 
in  spite  of  man,  or  even  all  the  powers  of  earth  and  hell  combined. 

I  will  say,  in  conclusion,  that  I,  in  connection  with  the  brethren,  have 
visited  several  small  villages,  and  have  succeeded  in  getting  openings  in 
two  or  three  places,  and  have  preached  several  times.  Some  have  concluded 
to  be  baptized,  who  I  expect  soon  will  be. 

My  prayer  is  that  Israel  may  be  gathered  and  Zion  redeemed.  My 
best  wishes  and  respects  to  my  brethren,  the  elders,  and  my  associates  in 
the  Kingdom  of  God.

To  President  Richards. 

**  Sept.  29th.  This  morning  I  baptised  John  Green  and  confirmed  him 
a  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  After  which 
I  went  on  my  way  rejoicing,  riding  my  own  horse  instead  of  going  on  foot. 
Two  remarkable  changes.  I  went  to  Botas  Bush  and  held  a  meeting  that 
evening. 

**  Sept.  30th.  This  morning,  two  came  and  requested  baptism;  which 
I  attended  to,  and  also  their  confirmation.  After  which  I  went  out  2  miles 
and  invited  others  to  attend  our  meeting.  Several  attended.  Had  a  full 
meeting  and  good  attention. 

**  Oct.  1st.  This  morning,  Mr.  James  Creek  came  and  wished  to  be 
baptised,  which  I  attended  to;  also  confirmation.  I  had  a  lengthy  conver- 
sation with  other  parties,  after  which  I  went  on  my  way  to  Fort  Beaufort. 
I  arrived  just  as  their  meeting  was  dismissed.  Found  a  young  man  await- 
ing my  return,  who  had  walked  14  miles  that  day  to  see  me  and  get  bap- 
tised. It  is  worthy  of  note  that  so  many  should  make  application  for 
baptism  so  soon  after  Br.  Green.  I  postponed  Mr.  Lindsay's  baptism  till 
Monday  evening  so  that  he  might  have  an  opportunity  of  getting  a  better 

understanding     of    the     prin- 
>  «*:^  ■     ciples    of    the    gospel.    I    had 

considerable  conversation  with 
him  during  the  day.  Held 
evening  meeting  and  baptised 
Mr.  James  Lindsay. 

**  Oct.  3rd.  This  morn- 
ing after  giving  Br.  Lindsay 
suitable  instructions  I  con- 
firmed him  a  member  of  the 
Church.  Let  him  have  several 
pamphlets,  as  he  lived  some 
distance  from  meetings.  In  the 
meantime  1  had  a  dream  or 
vision  in  which  I  saw  a  man 
and  his  family,  that  I  did  not 
know,  his  name  nor  where  he  lived,  but  I  could  describe  it,  and  that  it 
was  my  duty  to  go  and  see  him.  I  inquired  of  Br.  Humphreys  if  he  knew 
of  a  man  and  family  of  such  description,  living  in  town.  He  said  he  did 
not.  I  asked  him  if  he  knew  of  any  such  family  in  any  other  place  or 
country.  He  said  yes,  he  knew  one  of  that  description  that  is  living  out  12 
miles  from  here.  Br.  Humphreys  wondered  how  I  could  give  such  an 
accurate  description,  as  he  knew  that  I  had  never  seen  the  man,  nor  had 
I  been  in  that  direction.  I  asked  him  to  go  with  me  and  give  me  an  intro- 
duction. On  our  way  out  I  told  him  how  I  would  be  received  and  what 
would  be  the  result  of  my  visit.  Which  was  that  Mr.  Ralph  and  all  his 
household  were  baptised  and  confirmed  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints.

**  Oct.  30th.  Br.  Wesley  received  a  long  letter  advising  him  to  separate 
himself  from  that  abominable  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
and  many  other  things  which  he  knew  to  be  false,  which  took  an  effect 
on  him.  He  accused  me  of  keeping  books  from  the  people  and  leading 
them  into  snares  and  many  other  things  that  he  knew  to  be  false.  I  told 
him  so  and  that  he  had  an  apostate  spirit.  He  finally  rounded  to  and 
made  an  apology  and  acknowledged  he  had  done  wrong  and  went  out  into 
the  country  again  trying  to  do  good  as  hertofore.  I  made  arrangements 
with  Br.  Phlyn  to  let  him  have  a  horse  to  ride,  so  to  still  extend  our 
labors.  I  had  been  trying  to  hit  upon  some  plan  or  advertisement  that 
would  awaken  the  people  and  draw  them  out  to  meeting.  The  following 
came  to  my  mind.  "Blasphemy  —  the  people  to  beware  of  Mormonism. 
Beware  of  the  blasphemous  doctrines  taught  by  those  arch  imposters. 
Beware  of  Mormon  polygamy.  We  ask,  what  do  they  know  about  the 
doctrines?  Their  knowledge  is  summed  up  in  the  above.  We  ask  where 
and  when  have  they  brought  forward  the  first  scriptorial  proof  for  their 
assertions.  Let  them  produce  it  if  they  can.  Let  all  those  who  are  con- 
tinually circulating  reports,  and  those  who  love  them  beware,  lest  in  the 
day  of  judgment  they  be  classed  with  those  mentioned  by  St.  John.  'Who- 
soever loveth  or  maketh  a  lie  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake  that  burneth 
with  fire  and  brimstone.'  (Rev.  Chap.  22,  Verse  15).  Rev.  21:8:  'Which 
is  the  second  death.'  We  invite  all  who  love  the  truth  and  wish  to  come  to 
a  knowledge  of  the  same  to  attend  a  course  of  lectures  at  our  usual  place 
of  meeting  corner  and  to  commence  on.  The  lectures  will  treat  on  the 
doctrines  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  which  will 
be  proven  by  the  Bible.  The  Old  and  New  Testament.  William  Walker, 
Ft.  Beaufort,  Sunday,  Dec.  1854.  We  held  three  meetings.  A  great  many 
strangers  were  out  to  hear.  L.  J.  Smith  present  and  occupied  a  portion,  of 
the  time.  The  advertisement  caused  a  great  excitement,  so  much  so  that 
the  magistrate  ordered  it  taken  off  the  knowledge  post.  If  it  was  trans- 
gressing the  law?  He  said  because  it  was  likely  to  cause  a  riot.  I  told  him 
that  rioters  should  be  punished.  He  finally  said  we  might  put  up  a  com- 
mon notice.  I  asked  him  many  questions  which  puzzled  him  to  answer.  We 
continued  to  hold  meetings.  The  advertisement  have  produced  the  desired 
effect  and  our  meetings  were  well  attended  as  a  general  thing,  good  atten- 
tion. Elder  Smith  delivered  several  good  discourses. 

**  June  24th.  Held  three  meetings  in  the  evening,  all  three  of  us  bore 
our  testimony,  as  witnesses  of  the  truth,  and  that  Joseph  Smith  was  a 
prophet  of  God.  At  this  the  devil  raged,  and  much  excitement  prevailed. 
Many  eggs  were  thrown  in  at  the  windows  and  doors.  After  meeting  many 
of  the  Saints  were  pelted  with  them.  About  10  o'clock,  the  door  of  the 
carriage  house  was  broken  down  and  the  top  of  my  carriage  was  cut  and 
broken.  Br.  Parker  identified  one  Sulivan  and  with  much  persuasion  with 
the  constable,  succeeded  in  getting  him  in  the  jail,  for  the  night.  Sulivan 
was  proved  guilty,  was  fined  $5.00.  Br.  Parker  also  entered  a  complaint 
against  one  Mr.  Painter,  a  merchant,  one  "Gundo"  a  commission,  for  riot- 
ing and  disturbing  the  meeting.  It  was  proved  against  them  in  court,  but 
the  magistrate  pretended  to  reprimand  them  and  let  them  go  unpunished. 
In  consequence  of  these  things  our  conference  was  postponed  until  four 
o'clock.  When  I  called  the  conference  to  order  and  motioned  that  Br. 
Haven  preside  over  it,  seconded  by  Br.  Smith.  The  vote  was  unanimous. 
We  proceeded  with  the  business  of  the  conference  in  the  usual  manner. 
After  which  Br.  Haven  stated  the  decision  of  our  council  That  we  had 
decided  that  Br.  Smith  go  with  and  take  charge  of  the  first  company  of 
saints  to  Zion.  That  Elder  Haven  report  to  England,  as  soon  as  possible 
and  represent  the  mission.  To  make  arrangements  for  getting  more  print- 
ing done,  and  to  have  more  missionaries  sent  out,  if  they  had  not  been 
appointed.  That  Elder  Walker  remain  another  year  and  take  the  presidency 
of  the  African  Mission.  A  vote  was  taken,  and  our  decision  was  sustained 
by  all  present.  This  evening  held  meeting.  The  rabble  collected  and  threw 
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stones  against  the  boards  nailed  up  against  the  windows  and  doors,  also 
beating    on   tins,    playing 
music,    and    making    all 
sorts    of    noises    to    dis- 
turb the  meeting. 

**  June  26th.  A  court 
was  held,  by  which  the 
rioters  were  tried  and 
reprimanded  in  a  sham- 
like manner.  Some  of  our 
opponents  acknowledged 
that  the  magistrate  was 
not  inclined  to  mete  out 
justice.  This  evening  it 
was  thought  best  to  hold 
meeting  at  Br.  Parker's 
residence;  but  I  did  not 
feel  willing  to  give  up 
our  position.  I  wanted  to 
stand  our  ground. 

**  July  2nd.  Br.  Parker  informed  me  that  my  carriage  had  been  taken 
the  night  before  and  could  not  be  found.  Br.  Roper  who  had  got  this  far 
on  his  journey  to  Zion,  proceeded  on  his  way.  This  evening  we  held  a 
council  meeting  to  advise  the  brethren  how  to  proceed  to  get  away.  I  told 
them  that  one  reason  why  we  did  not  consider  it  wisdom  to  all  go  home 
at  once,  was  we  did  not  want  to  crowd  them  for  means.  Br.  Lloyd  felt 
quite  discouraged.  Thought  that  he  would  not  be  able  to  sell  his  property 
for  enough  to  take  him  through  to  Salt  Lake.  He  did  not  want  to  start 
and  stop  part  of  the  way.  I  told  him  if  he  would  make  up  his  mind  to 
go  as  far  as  he  could,  the  Lord  would  bless  him  and  he  would  come  out 
much  better  than  he  thought  for. 

**  Sunday,  Aug.  12th  and  Monday,  Aug.  13th,  1855.  We  held  con- 
ference at  Algobay,  Port  Elizabeth.  Elder  Jesse  Haven  presiding,  which 
was  conducted  in  the  usual  manner.  It  was  a  long  time  to  be  remembered 
not  only  by  the  Saints  who  had  come  in  from  the  different  parts  of  the 
country,  it  being  the  first  conference  ever  held  in  this  locality.  What  added 
to  the  importance  of  the  occasion.  Some  of  the  Saints  had  just  arrived 
from  Fort  Beaufort,  on  their  way  to  Zion.  And  still  another  important 
feature  in  connection  with  our  circumstances  was  that  Leonard  I.  Smith 
had  been  trying  for  the  last  six  months  to  engage  a  passage  for  himself 
and  a  few  Saints,  to  America,  without  success,  as  all  of  the  ship  owners 
and  agents  had  colleagued  together  and  agreed  not  to  allow  any  Mormons 
to  emigrate  from  the  country. 

**  Oct.  3rd.  As  the  rivers  were  still  up  I  concluded  to  return  to  Port 
Elizabeth  via  Ft.  Beaufort.  As  I  came  in  sight  of  this  place  I  stopped 
until  dark  so  I  could  pass  through  without  being  discovered,  as  my 
friends  had  all  left  and  on  their  way  to  Utah.  And  the  people  there  had 
burned  my  effigy  only  a  short  time  before.  I  concluded  that  I  was  safer 
among  wild  beasts  than  to  stop  in  town.  About  the  time  I  got  into  the 
edge  of  town  it  clouded  up  very  thick  and  black,  every  appearance  of  a 
heavy  storm.  I  could  hardly  see  my  hand  before  me.  Being  well  acquainted 
I  passed  through  and  found  the  bridge.  The  only  place  where  the  river 
could  be  crossed.  I  travelled  on  12  miles  through  a  wild  country,  inhabited 
by  wild  beasts,  and  over  a  crooked  road  with  a  forest  of  Mimossee  thorn 
trees  on  each  side.  I  had  to  get  off  my  horse  many  times  to  feel  for  the 
road  with  my  feet  as  best  I  could.  Dark  and  misty  the  whole  of  the  way. 
Arriving  at  the  inn  at  12  o'clock.  In  calling  the  landlord,  when  I  told  him, 
he  said  he  would  not  have  undertaken  it  for  $1,000.00.

Our  Changing  World 


Conditions  in  the  world  are 
changing  so  rapidly  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  keep  up  with  them.  It  is 
said  that  the  reservoir  of  vailable 
knowledge  is  doubling  every  nine  or 
ten  years,  and  with  this  new  know- 
ledge comes  a  flow  of  new  dis- 
coveries, new  devices  and  new  hor- 
izons. 

We  send  men  to  the  moon  and 
are  thrilled  with  their  exploits,  look- 
ing forward  expectantly  to  their 
further  projects.  We  take  pictures 
of  the  earth  from  outer  space,  and 
send  television  cameras  to  Mars 
and  obtain  pictures  in  return,  pub- 
lishing them  in  our  daily  news- 
papers. 

We  use  computers  to  run  our 
business,  aid  our  schools  and  do 
our  genealogical  work.  Our  medical 
men  have  extended  our  longevity. 
The  "horse  and  buggy  days"  are 
not  even  known  to  most  of  our 
population,  the  average  age  of 
which  is  now  down  to  about  27 
years.  Only  a  small  segment  of  our 
population  can  remember  when 
there  were  no  radios. 

And  who,  a  generation  ago,  would 
have  thought  that  a  white  shirt 
could  be  made  from  a  piece  of  coal, 
or  oil  from  shale  rocks  on  the 
mountain  side?  And  which  of  our 
grandparents  could  have  guessed 
that  the  kerosene  in  their  lamps 
which  so  dimly  lighted  their  homes, 
would  ever  be  used  to  power  the 
mighty  jet  airplanes  of  today?  It  is 
a  fast  changing  world  indeed. 

But  there  are  some  things  which 
never  change,  and  never  will.  There 
is  a  divine  constancy  in  the  world. 
There  is  the  reminder  that  God 
never  changes,  nor  do  His  laws, 
and  that  such  basics  as  high  morals 
and  good  character  never  can  be 
altered  by  any  of  man's  intellec- 
tual or  physical  advances. 

All  the  computers  and  space 
ships  we  can  possibly  make  will 
never  alter  the  principle  of  honesty. 
No  sientific  marvel  of  this  or  any 
age  can  change  the  ugly  face  of  un- 
chastity. 


We  take  pride  in  our  space  ex- 
ploits, and  justly  so,  but  let  us 
never  forget  that  it  was  God  who 
made  space  and  that  He  and  His 
angels  have  been  space  travellers 
for  eternities.  We  marvel  at  the 
intricasies  of  our  computers  in  solv- 
ing mathematical  and  other  pro- 
blems, but  let  us  not  forget  that  we 
know  very  little  about  the  wonders 
of  the  universe  which  are  so  intri- 
cate that  even  Einstein  felt  that  our 
knowledge  is  but  a  faint  reflection 
of  the  infinity  of  God. 

We  are  now  only  beginning  to 
learn  smatterings  of  what  the  Lord 
has  done.  He  made  the  worlds  and 
the  laws  which  govern  them.  And 
He  made  them  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose —  the  advancement  of  man- 
kind. But  knowing  that  all  advance- 
ment is  not  found  in  the  realm  of 
the  intellect,  and  to  further  the 
same  purpose  for  which  He  made 
the  universe  He  laid  down  moral 
laws  to  aid  man  toward  his  ultimate 
destiny,  that  of  becoming  like  our 
Father  in  Heaven. 

It  takes  more  than  scientific 
achievements,  dazzling  as  they  are, 
to  make  us  God-like.  Without  good- 
ness —  in,  character,  in  Christ-like 
living,  and  in  clean  morals  —  it  can 
never  be. 

Artificiality  characterizes  much  of 
man's  world  today,  together  with  a 
refusal  to  face  certain  basic  facts. 
Hypocrisy  is  a  crying  evil.  It  is  pos- 
sible that  our  scientific  progress  can 
fail  through  a  breakdown  in  charac- 
ter. All  of  our  vaunted  intellectuality 
can  fade  and  die  in  the  ashes  of 
moral  corruption. 

In  the  whirl  of  present  day 
change,  we  must  keen  our  feet  on 
the  ground  and  maintain  our  pro- 
per balance.  We  must  not  build  on 
the  sand.  We  must  admit  that  arti- 
ficiality, dishonestv  and  hypocrisy 
can  destroy  us,  and  that  immorality 
is  an  affront  to  God.  It  is  filth  car- 
ried to  the  enth  degree.  It  can 
dessimate  the  race.
